In thi* case the bear, desper¬ 
ately wounded but with all his 
power, made directly at I he hun 
ter, as fast as he could lay hia 
feet lo the ground, and the hun¬ 
ter refusing to be a consenting 
party to his own destruction, 
in the space of a fraction of a 
second, took aim and ahot Lame 
Paw square between the eyea, 
and the big hunt wa6 over. 

On being examined, the worn 
condition of the teeth indicat¬ 
ed an old bear. It was fat as 
fat could be and the meat was 
good, to those that like bear 
meat. Owing to a late spring 
the hide was in perfect condi¬ 
tion, t^e hair being thick, long, 
black and glossy. . 

The bear was thought to

have weighed about five hun¬ 
dred pounds, and is the second 
largest bear that has been 
killed on the waters of Elk, 
and that is saying a good deal 
for there have been hundreds 
if not thousands killed in those 
fine bear grounds. 

The largest bear was fourteen 
inches between the ears, and 
was the famous Williams River 
sheep killing bear killed on 
Elk in 1910 by Samuel Gibson. 
He was generally referred to 
as the Old Hellion, and he 
lived on William* River and . 
Elk River for ysara and actu-1 
ally put some farmers out of ; 
the sheep business. That was 
the time when farmers hung 
ud lanterns on their farms at 
night. 

On the 30th day of April, 
1910, as near ss we can figure 
out, Old Hellion virited the 
Old Field Fork of Elk and 
killed three aheep and ate his 
fill and left a sheep for further 
reference in tbe woods of the 
Gauley side of Elk about half ■ 
a mile from Gibson’s bouse on 
the river.
